LOCAL IMPROVEMENT TAXES. 

On Tuesday, at the sittings of the 
supreme court here, application will 
be made by the deputy atiomney general 
of the public works department of the 
Territorial government, for confir- 
mation of the sales of all Jands in this 
district ix. which default bas been 
made in the payment of local improve- 
ment taxes. The system of local im- 
provement by statute labor enforced 
by the Territorial government has 
been found very satisfactory in’ its 
joperation. Under the eystem the land 
is assessed by the ‘ocal improvement 
officer for the district. If taxes, go 
in default for two years and are so 
shown by tbe Iccal improvement) of- 
ficer in his yearly retura, in which 
are enumerated all lands on which the 
taxes are two years overdue, the at- 
torney genera! appiies to, a judge for 
an appointment to confirm the return. 
Notice of the appointment is given 
in the official gazctte, for at least 
iwo months, and in a local paper pub- 
lished in or near the district in which 
the lands concerned are situated. 
Direct notices are also sent by the de- 
partment to every person who appears 
to have any interestiin the land~ as 
shown either ty the overseer’s official 
return ov y the abstract of the re- 
gistrar of land titles. Any person ia- 
terested in the land may, redeem it 
at any time before the confirmation is 
ordered by the judge, by paying the 
taxes shown to be in arrears and $1 
in addition by way of costs. On ap- 
plication the judge then confirms the 
return in respect of any parcel cn 
which taxes are in arrears for twa 
years, and fixes ag, amount he consid- 
ers reasonable for costs and expenses 
of advertising in respect of each par- 
cel, ‘t anv time within} a year after 
the judge’s order the owner may re. 
deem the land by paying tbe taxes to- 
gether with ‘he amoun* of costs and 
expenses fixed by the judge and 5 cents 
per acre for redemption fee. If, how, 
ever, the land is no. redeemed, applica- 
tion made by the attorney 
general to the. judge for a further 
order the effect of which order is to 
vest the title in the crown absolute- 
ly, and upor registration of this order 
the registrar issues a certificate, in 
faver of the crown. The lards are 
then taken over by the depariment of 
public works and are assessedin the 
same way for local improvement rates 
as any other lands, the taxes being 
paid by the department of public 
works. In fact as soon as the order of 
confirmation mentioned is made by the 
judge, the department pays to the local 
improvement district all arrears of

BRICK MAKING. 

There has been this season a greater 
demand for brick in Edmontoa 
than in any other season, owing large- 
ly to the number of large, solid-brick 
structures erected and under course 
of construction here. The demand oc- 
casioned by work on the new public 
school, the Presbyterian church and, 
J. A. McDougall’s residence has been 
so great that the brick yards have had 
some difficulty in keeping pace with 
it. The season of brick making is now 
over, 2s it is recognized among brick 
men that the middle of September is 
the latest at which brick can safely 
be made here. If manufactured later 
than that a night) frost is likely ‘to 
touch the clay while drying. There are 
three yards in thei vicinity of Edmaon- 
ton which have been operated thissea- 
son: Jas. Little & Co's, Anderson & 
Co., and Pollard Bros. Anderson's 
yard has now closed down for the sea- 
son and the last ‘brick on hand are be- 
ing cleared out. Poljiard Bros. finish- 
ed burning their last kiln on Wedness 
day, and Jas. Little & Co. have their 
last kiln ready for the fire. 

Little & Co., ave the pioneer brick 
makers here. Theit yards are situat- 
ed on the flat near Fraser’s mill. The 
excellcace of the output of the yards 
is attested by the large export business 
which the groprietors enjoy. They 
this season aave hadorders from as 
far south as Calgary, but owing to a 
somewhat unfavoraple season for the 
business, coupled with the large local 
demand, Mr. Little states, that he was 
unable to fill these/ orders. An order 
for 30,000 from Wetaskiwin, was filled 
and also aavcther order of something 
over 10,000 te Leduc. Mr. Little re- 
ports tha” his orders from  ouiside 
points have th’s year exceeded those 
of any other yeir. He supplied . the 
brick for both the Presbyterian church 
and J. A. McDougall’s residence and 
a great part of that used in the school. 
He now, has a kilm of 180,000 ready to 
burn and is only delayed by the lack 
of firewood. To burn this kilnj will 
require seventy-five cords of  vwrood. 
This wood is floated dowm the river 
by rafts, from points eight to ten 


miles up, where plenty of dry firewood 


is easily procurable. The wood brings 
$1.75 a cord and sometimes more at 
the yards, but evem at this price he 
has experienced difficulty and delay in 
securing it. He, however, expected to 
have the fire started Saturday and the 
kiln ready for the market! in eight or 
nine days. When this kiln is com- 
pleted Little & Co. will have burnt’ 
some 850,000 brick this season. All on 
hand have been disp: of and half 
of those yet unburnt are spoken for. 
They use the dry press process 10 the 
manufacture of the output and find 
it very ext ‘factory. They have also this 
season made some te-press brick. These 
brick having a better shape and fin- 
ish than the ordinary make are used 
for fronts of buildings. Their yard on 
the flats comprises seventeen acres of 
land, enough for all time to come. 

Across the river, just above Walter 
and Humberstone’s mill, is located the 
yard of Pollard Bros. They have this 
year manufactured 550,000 brick, of 
which 275,000 are in the kiln the burn- 
ing of which they have just completed. 
150,000 bave gone towards the con, 
struction of the new, school. They 
have also supplied the material for Mr. 
Dunn’s house in Strathcona and the 
brick veneer addition which Mr. Shep- 
pard is adding to the Strathcona 
House. Their yard is well situated 
and, laid ovt. The clay pit lies at 
the foot of the bank aod from it ta the 
machine an inclined track runs up. 
The clay is hauled:up on a car drawn 
by a cable and revolving drum run 
by the engine. The machine’ io, which 
the clay is dumped! has a capacity of 
12,000 per day. It is om the “wire- 
eut” plan. The engine and boiler is 
12 horse power. On being removed 
from the machine the brick are taken 
to the drying yard where, they are 
piled. The frames on which they rest 
are covered with a vilting roof which 
can be turned toeither side tio shed the 
rain or sun. The quality of the clay 
is good and admits of exceptionally 
easy handling. From a spring far up 
on the hillside a pipe brings water to 
the machine and engine. Throughout 
the summer on an average, twelve men 
have been engaged at the yards. 
Messrs. Pollard stuie that’ tha past 
season has been a most successful one 
with them and they intend making 
large increases in their plant next 
summer, : ae oe 

P. Anderson & Co’s yards are located 
across the river south of the bridge. 
Their location 1s ideal an?! will be made 
even more convenient when tha ex- 
tension of the railway, is completed, 
the track passing within 4 hundred 
yards of their works. The firm) have 
this year manufactured 325,000 brick 
of the ordinary wire-cut stylq and 
25.000 pressed brick. The wire-cut 
machine has a capacity, of from 30,000 
to 35,000 per day and the _ pressed 
brick machine 1°,000. An eighty borse 
power engine runs all the machinery 
of the yard. A drain, tile attachment, 
fixed to the brick machine, turns out 
drain tile ranging in size from three 
to twelve inches. Dies for ornamental 
brick bave been procured and ‘will be 
in use next season. The firm next 
year contemplate the addition ofi a 
drier by which the brick may, om leay- 
ing the machioe, be dried sufficiently 
to permit of their being immediately 
placed. in the burning kiln, thus saving 
much time and handling The firm's 
property comprises fourteen and, a 
half acres of !and) andj in addition to 
its other advantages it has coml de- 
posits on the property and as soon as 
developed the output of these mines 
will be used in the burning of — the 
kilns. The clay is of good quality for 
the manufacture of the common brick. 
The works have this season been under 
the management of W. F, Tallman, 
lately of Beamsville, Ont. 

The total output of the three yards 
has this seasan been 1,750,000, which 
conveys an idea of the amount of 
brick work done around, the town this 
summer. 
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WHEAT FROM PACIFIC PORTS. 


The following from‘ a ‘recent issue of 
Bradstreets, the great commercial 
paper of the Uni‘ed States, throws 
light on the probable effect of a itwen+ 
ty cent grain rate to the Pacific coast 
as suggested by the Balletin: 


“On the Pacific coast the tendency 
for the past twenty-five years has 
been towards a gradual reduction in 
the area of individual farms and ran- 
ches. Still the average Pacific coast 
farm is much larger than the average 
farm of the east, or even of the middle 
west. This is particulrly true in Cali- 
fornia. Another distinctive feature, 
especially in the great valley areas of 
California, is the use; of machinery of 
great capacity which means an econo- 
my of human labor, but often also 
means a waste of grain. Every effort 
is made to combine several operations 
into one. Transportation of the enor- 
mous quantity of Pacific coast wheat 
has been reduced to a scierce. A large 
saving is made by loading ships direct- 
ly from the cars, trains being run from 
the wheat fields to tidewater at a very 
few hours’ notice. In Washington and 
Oregon, however, the wheat is run 
through an elevator, where it is re- 
cleaned and mixed with other grades 
of wheat to bring it to the required 
standard grade, afier which it is re- 
sacked and loaded on vessels or cars 
for final shipment. About 27,450,000 
bushels of wheat are exported annual- 
ly from the Pacific coast, with a total 
value of about $20,000,000. Of the 2,- 
000,000 barrels of flour annually ship- 
ped from the Pacific coast ports the 
past ien years, nearly one-half is cleare 
ed at San Francisco. It has taken 
about 36,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
supply the foreign markets with Paci- 
fic coast wheat and, flour. ; 


MAIL FOR PEACE RIVER. 

Arrangements are being made by 
the post office department; for a mail 
to leave Edmonton for Lesser Slave 
lake and Peace river about Nov. Ist. 
It may leave a little later, but iti will 
certainly leave early in November. 
There will be at least one and probably 
three more trips during the winter. 
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General Superintendent Hanna of the 
Canadian Northern, takes exception to 
an inference made im the evening edi- 
tion that additional whistling, of loco- 
motives of his company in Fort Rouge 
and the Canadian Northern yards was 
without cause. Mr. Hanna states that 


his company 's handling nearly 200 
per cent. increased business at . the

MANITOBA WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Commercial, Oct. 12.—After wine 
days of favorable weather, another 
bad break has occurred. Rain was ex- 
perienced over a wide territory on 
Wednesday, and on the twa following 


days the weather was heavy. and 
threatening, with light rains report- 
ed from scattered points. Though 
there was but litile rain on Thursday 
and Friday, the weather was not fav- 
orable to drying the damp grain. The 
temperature was low, so that there 
was no fea of sprouting. Tbe greatest 
crawback is the delay caused by the 
enforced idleness, on account of the 
rain. The season is now getting well 
advanced and a large quantity of 
grain is still im stook. This is the un- 
fortunate condition. Men are scarce 
and the rumber of threshing cutfiis 
in operation is insufficient to handle 
the big crop under the adverse weath- 
er conditions. A good deal of stack. 
ing and threshing was done last week, 
but more remains to be done than can 
be handled between now ard winter, 
under ordinary conditions. If winter 
snowstorms should set in before the 
grain in stook isi threshed or properly 
stacked, it will mean a serious loss to 
the farmers. Threshing from stacks 
was contiaued most of the week, but 
the stooks could not be touched. To- 
day is bright and clear again.

With the starting of tanneries at 
Edmonton beef hides will have a value 
which they did not before possess. 
Kither the hide was,a.loss or frieght! to 
eastern tannerjes had to be paid cn 
it. And freight had to be paid on the 
leather brought in. By tanning the 
beef hides grown here and supplying 
leather for home use the two freights 
are available to be divided between the 
farmer, the tanner and the user of 
the leather. Hitherio owing to the 
low price or absolute lack of sale far- 
mers paid very little attenion to the 
hides taken from beef animals killed. 
In most cases the hide was hung ona 
fence with the flesh side out and left 
there until it could be disposed of in 
some way. Messrs Guy & Lefebvre, 
of the new tannery at whe south end 
of the bridge are paying 3 1-2¢ a pound 
for green hides in good conditicn. But 
they say ‘hat hides cured by being 
hung on the fence are of very little 
value. If any fat is left’ on the hide, 
ajs it is very ap* to be the case, the 
heat of the sum, causes it to burn the 
hide, rendering it almost or altogether 
worthless. Hides should Le brought to 
the tannery for sale as soou after be- 
ing removed us possible. If they must 
be kepi they should be saited. The 
hide should be laid flat with the flesh 
side up and salt placed on the upper 
side, If this is done the hide, will 
keep in gqod conditioa for a number of 
months. Af‘er a time the salted hide 
may be doubled over from each end, 
and rolled up io smail bulk. Messrs. 
Guy & Lefebvre tan. by the most

CANADIAN LIVE STOCK. 

Mail-Empire: ‘We have dem- 
onstrated at Buffalo that in live 
stock, and their produce, we lead the 
western world. With a herd about 
one-tenth the size of that of the 
United States, Canadians have Won 
$3,111 in prizes, as against $3,813 
awarded to Americans. la three breeds 
we have completely captured the field. 
Our Shorthorns won prizes to the ex- 
tent of $1,001, whereas those of the Re- 
public secured only $418. Our Ayr- 
shires carvied off $430, as against $130 
won).by those of the United States. 
Our French-Canadjans, a valuable 
breed of cattle which is peculiarly Que- 
bec’s, having been brought trom old 
France twa or three centuries ago to 
stock the new world, were successful 
to the extent of $402, while Americans 
won $130, Besides this, Canadians won 
sweepstakes’ against all comers in 
Shorthorns, Ayrshires, Herefords, Hol- 
steins, Guernseys, and French-Cana- 
dians. With such stock we are natur- 
ally able to take the lead in dairy pro- 
duce. Canadian cheese, manufactured 
in the province of Ontario, carried off 
the only gold medal, thus establish- 
ing for itself the premier position 
among all cheese coming from this 
continent. In this department our ex- 
hibit:s were better in the aggregate 
than, those of any State or countyy in 
America, and each individual cheese 
was superior to all rivals. In the but- 
ter tests, not yet completed, Canada is 
leading, though by a comparatively 
narrow margin. Fifty animals, twenty- 
five supplied by Canada, and twenty- 
five by the United States, are yield- 
ing cream, which is being manufactur- 
ed, daily at the exposition into butter. 
Up to the 24th of September the net 
profit on the butter from the Canadian 
group was $829, while the profit from 
the American group was $754. The test

SCRIP COMMISSION DELAYED. 


J. A. J. McKenna, scrip commission- 
er, wires from Medicine Hat that ow- 
ing to the number of claims being 
presented the commissior will not be 
able to reach Edmonton until on or 
about November 8*h, This is nearly 
a month after the date first announc- 
ed. The postponemeat will be ‘a great 
disappointment to many half-breed 
families who have come from long dis- 
tances to meet the commission, and can 
only await the commissioner’s arriv- 
al at great expense, whichi in many 
cases they are not in a position to bear. 
The same difficulty arose last year and 
seems to be unavoidable ‘where a large 
number of points have -o be visited 
by the commission during: cha season 
and there is no means of knowing be- 
fore hand how many claims will be 
presented at each place.

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N. F. DAVIN DEAD. 

The tragedy which ended the life of 
Nickolas Flood Davin on Friday last 
came as a shock and, surprise to both 
friends and oppsuents throughout the 
Northwest, with the public life, of 
which he had been identified for so 
many years. The fact that’ a life of 
usefulness has ended is not in itself 
sad. ‘That is in the, course of nature. 
The measure of its usefulness while it 
lasts is more important than the hour 
of tbe inevitable end. Mr. Davin had 
lived nearly as long, as aciive useful- 
mess is permit‘ed to most men; But he 
had a magnificent constitution, and 
his physical anc. mental abilities were 
still practicaily unimpaired. Many 
years of active life lay before him. His 
disposition was most sanguine. He 
had experienced changes of fortune in 
the course of an eveniful life, and it 
could not ‘be supposed that whatever 
his momentary difficulties might . be 
they would cause him to turn his back 
so suddenly upoin the, world which he 
so thoroughly enjoyed. 

His death by his own, hand was 
worse than merely death. It was! a 
confession of failure. An acknowledg- 
ment that his ambitions had not been 
gratified, that his hppes were unful- 
filled. That the world had got away 
from him, and he bad given up hope 
of catching it again. His ambitions 
had always been high, and his belief 
in himself was supreme, But the tide 
of circumstance had gone out and left 
him stranded so lajte in life that he 
could not wait for, the returning tide 
ov could not hope to ‘profit by it if 
it came. He  ieit that the 
struggle for mere existence was be- 
neath him,—i‘ was not worth! while. 

Mr. Davin was one of the pioneers 
of the present West. He came to Re- 
gina in 1882, at a time when the Ter- 
ritories offered few opportunities for 
men of his standing in his line of life. 
He made his own, opportunity. He 
brought with him a reputation in 
journalism and in politics thav gave 
weight to his every word and act, so 
that his mere presence and activity 
in the West was an advertisement and 
an advantage to it. With his coming 
he established the Regina Leader and 
at once became a force in western af- 
fairs. From that time forward until 
the day of his death, whatever his 
faults and failing: may. have, been, or 
how far he may have fallen short of 
the ideal, he gave the best he had of 
tongue and pen with tireless energy 
for the advancement of the West. He 
had ambitions which were ‘not grati- 
fied, he had faults which could not ‘be 
overlooked, he had as many failings as 
the mpst of our poor humanity, but the 
gifts which enaoled him to shine with 
the best in the great centres of wealth 
and influence were spent ungrudging- 
ly, enthusiastically. for the welfare 
and advancement of the scattered set- 
tlements of the West. Possibly his 
way was not always the best way, but 
it was the best’ as he saw and underv 
stood it to the jlimit of his ability. 

He was a typical som of the 
of the Emerald Isle, with all the gifts, 
graces, and [failings usually ascribed to 
the children of that fair lané. He was 
born in the southwest, where . the 
blending of great gifts ant wild pas- 
sions is possibly most marked. He re- 
ceived a liberal education, to ‘which 
he added all through life. He was a 
great reader, a rapid writer, and had 
a marvellous memery. He was. ex- 
pert in short hand; and, upon entering 
journalism in London, was  employ- 
ed as newspaper reporter itu the House 
of Commons. Later he acted as f 
field correspondent during the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870. He came to 
Canada at the close of the war « and 
was engaged bythe late Hon. George 
Brown as editorial writer on European 
questions on the Toroutaq Gigbe. He 
later went to the Mail, and. identified 
himself with the conservative party in 
active politics. He contested MHaldi- 
mand, Ont., in the conservative inter- 
est, but was defeated. During the 
period of his life in Eastern Canada he 
became wel! known as a versatile writ- 
er and ‘rilliant lecturer; so thait his 
mame was a household word. He came 
to Regina in "82 and founded the Lead- 


~ Sate ae 1887 he was elected for 
West Assiniboiaj as a sfonservat- 
ive defeating Hon. J. H. Ross; 


the present governor of thei Yukon. 
In 1891 he was again elected, over 
Thos. Tweed, of Medicine Hat, who ran 
as an anti-Davin conservative. In 
1896 he was elected over J. K. McInnis, 
of Regina, who ran.asa patron. About 
the time of the 796 election the Leader 
passed from his hands into those of 
Walter Scott, M. P., who in the last 
election defeated Mr. Davin! for West 
Assiniboia. Before the 1900 election 
a new conservative paper. the ‘West, 
had, been started im Regina ini Mr. 
Davin’s interest, but the influence ex- 
ercised by him in the early days of the 
Leader could nit bei regained. As al- 
ready said, the Northwest—which was 
to him the world—bad grown away 
from him,—a, very common case with 
pioneers. It is well that all are not 
so high strung, and therefore do not 
realize it so hitterly, as did Mr. Davin. 
—_
